First View of Jerusalem. 


We lingered longer in Bethlehem than 
we had intended; Jerusalem is only six 
miles distant, and it was natural that our 
desires should be constantly impelling us to 
ascend the holy hill, and plant our footsteps 
within the gates of the city. Often in 
childhood, in youth, and in riper years, our 
feelings of anxiety to behold the Holy City, 
as well as the Christian desire to reach the

Shall I thy courts ac end! 
And it was therefore, a constant disappoint- 
ment to feel that we were within an hour 
or two, only, of the city, and were yet de- 
tained. Still, there wasso much in and 
around Bethlehem to excite the interest of 
the Christian traveller, that one loved to 
linger there, and make bimself more and 
more familiar with the hills and valleys 
made memorable by the earliest associa- 
tions which we have with our Lord and 
Savior. 

It was with these emotions, that late in 
the afternoon we left the town of Bethle- 
hem on foot, sending on our luggage with 
the camels; preferring to make the journey 
as our Lord and his Apostles doubtless of- 
ten made it in their excursions from Jerusa- 
lem hither, 

On the road, we passed what is called 
and believed to be the tomb of Rachel. It 
is a square, small stone-building, with a 
dome, differing little from the hundreds and 
thousands of tombs that are scattered all 
over the Holy Land. The Mahommedans, 
the Jews, and the Christians all agree in 
considering it a sacred place, and paying 
honors to it, as the resting place of the 
remans of Jacob’s beloved wife. Had we 
not been just musing around spots of deep- 
er interest than this, had we not been ex- 
pecting to stand soon in the most interest- 
ing of all the sacred places on earth, doubt- 
less we should have entered somewhat into 
the feelings of those Eastern people who, 
with a pious reverence for the memory of 
the Patriarch, have a sympathy with him 
in his sorrows, and cherish with peculiar 
veneration the spot where he laid the re- 
mains of Rachel. As it was, we hurried 
on, our desires every moment becoming

In the whole of our party, who had been 
weeks and months looking forward to this 
hour with intense enthusiasm, there was 
not one who lifted up his voice, to give ex- 
pression to the strong emotions kindled in 
his soul. Perhaps the feelings of some were 
too strong to be expressed: perhaps no one 
wished his neighbor to —— much the 
sight of a city, however sacred its associa- 
tions, could move him. Bat the trath was 
that each of us was willing to enjoy the 
luxury alone, and did not wish to disturb, 
or be disturbed by the rest. For myself, I 
could not have spoken to a brother, to tell 
him how deep the joy of that hour when at 
last these eyes were looking on the scenes 
which “prophets and ki desired to 
see—which every reader of the oriental 
writings known as the Scri , must have 
longed to gaze upon before he died. And 
now it was mine. I have no pride that re- 
Strains me from saying that I wept as o 
may weep, when from a far and 
grimage of years he comes back to the vale 
of his childhood, and the cot in which he 
was born.

Directly opposite, and across the 
valley of the Garden, rises the hill Moriah, 
surmounted by the mosque of Omar, as in 
r by the temple in which God 
deligh to record his name, Just be- 
yond, and a little more to the Sonth, is Mt. 
Zion, still higher than Moriah; and as these 
various points of commanding interest catch 
the eye, we are more than ever struck with 
the fitness of that Scriptural language 
which says of Jerusalem, Beautiful for sit- 
uation, the joy of the whole earth, is Mount 
Zion, on the sides of the north, the city of 
the great king.” And as the several hill- 
tops of sacred name rise to the sight, one 
feels anew the force of that same inspired 
illustration, As the mountains are round 
about Jerusalem, so the Lord is round about 
his people from henceforth even forever.”—

Without ma- 
king any allowances for the loss sustained 
by the withdrawal of active men from pro- 
ductive industry, we find that, from the 
adoption of the Federal Constitation down 
to 1848, there has been paid directly from 
the National Treasury, for the army and 
fortifications, $366,713,209; for the ane | 
and its operations, 3909, 294,458; total, 
$576,607,687. This amount of itself is 
immense. But this is not all. Regarding 
the militia as of the war system, we 
must add a te estimate for its cost 
during this period, which according to the 
calculations of an able and accurate econo- 
mist, may be placed $1,500,000,000. The 
whole presents an inconceivable sum-total 
of. more than two thousand millions of dol- 
lars which bave been dedicated by our gov- 
ernment to the support of the war system 
more than seven times ae much as was set 
apart tby the government, during the same 
period, to all other purposes whatsoever! 
Look now at the commonwealth of Eu- 
ropean states. I do not intend to speak of 
the war debts, under whose accumulated 
weight these states are now pressed to the 
earth. These are the terrible legacy of 
the past. I refer directly to the existing

At 
home it breeds and fattens a cloud of ea- 
gles and vultures, trained to swoop upon 
the land; to all the Gentiles across the sea 
it dismisses a solitary dove.

Consider the prodigious sums, exceeding 
in all two thousand million of dollars, squan- 
dered by the United States, since the adop- 
tion of the Federal Constitution, in sup- 
port of the war system. Surely, if these 
means had been devoted to railroads and 
canals, to schools and colleges, our country 
would ss, at the present moment, an 
accumulated material power, grander far 
than any she now boasts. 

But there is another power of more un- 
failing temper, which would also be hers. 
Overflowing with intelligence, with charity, 
with civilization, with all that constitutes a 
generous state, she would be able to win 
peaceful triumphs transcending all she has 
yet achieved—surrounding the land with 
an invincible self-defensive might, and, in 
their unfading brightness, rendering all 
glory {rom war impossible. 

The Demands of the Times- 

Much has been said of the prevalence of 
irreligion and infidelity, and the means ne- 
cessary to check the tide. We have books 
of the evidences and antidotes innumera- 
ble. A learned ministry is insisted on, and 
a proper knowledge and appreciation of 
the sentiments to be combatted. The 
great thing needed to protect the churches 
from the foe that pours in like a flood, is a 
fuller development of the Afe of Christi- 
anity. It is the glory of our faith that it 
is no mere credence, the assent of the un- 
derstanding to certain forms of thought, 
but the engagement of the heart with an 
energy of affection which controls all the 
active powers. It is not assent to truths 
about God, and Christ, and religion, but 
the fervent love of God in Christ constrain- 
ing the submission of the mind to his testi- 
mony as altogether trustworthy, the enlist- 
ment of hope in his promises as the bighest 
certainty, and the ordering of the life as 
lived in the presence of Hint who is loved 
and adored. This bas a moral péwer, at 
once defensive and aggressive. 

When was infidelity most powerful in 
England? When the atest masters of 
thought and eloquence in the Church, or 
among the Nonconformists, were doing 
battle for the truth? When Cudworth 
was devoting almost fabulous learning, 
Butler his unrivaled logic, and Lardner his 
patient industry, to maintain the bulwarks 
of the faith? Or was it when the Whit- 
fields and Wesleys, the Venns and Ber- 
ridges, the Simeons, the Milnors and the 
Fullers, were commending the gospel to all 
men? We neither undervalue learning, nor 
contemn logic. We prize Butler’s immor- 
tal thoughts and Lardner’s cumulative evi- 
dence, as greatly as any can reasonably 
ask. But these books are weapons and 
ammunition, not warriors. There must be 
life, to use them effectually. The churches 
must be developed to a high degree of ac- 
tivity, in order to make the truth go forth 
with quickening power. The truth must 
not only be sent forth, but it must shine 
and warm. It must not be efflorescent, 
put radiant, and kindling with a vital 


low. 

’ Let it not be said that we are enccurag- 
ing dependence on God without due exer- 
tion. e most strenuous exertion cannot 
be excessive in this cause. The intellect 
and learning of the church are consecrated. 
They belong to the service of Him whose 
gifts they are. They are gifts to be culti- 
vated, and valued, and coveted. They are 
to be used with all fidelity and power. But 
as the character of God rises in eminence of 


adroable sanctity above his physical omnipo-

We are sorry to 
‘see that our much esteemed cotemporary the 
Marysville Express, defends the appointment, 
upon the ground that Mr. McDuffie is a gentle- 
man, that his efforts to reform ought to be en- 
couraged, and because gambling is not so bad 
as many other things: Such an article has not 
the force of high conviction; and we are sorry to 
see it coming from such a source. That Mr. 
McDuffie is a gentleman in all that relates to 
outward manners and courteous qualities, we 
have good reason to believe. But this is a 
small recommendation to office, Grant also 
that Mr. McDuffie may have attempted honestly 
to reform. If heis sincere, if he loathes his 
former life, he requires not the gift of an office 
to bribe him along in better oceupation. Why 
should this man be preferred for office above 
thousands of his fellow citizens upon whose lives 
there is no taint? We know not what can be a 
greater crime against society than gambling, un- 
less indeed it be murder. The gambler takes 
from men without equivalent. He is a robber. 
He intoxicates his victims with alluring games, 


bo makes them drunk with stupifying liquors. 


He decoys man to the game and then with 
marked cards or loaded dice coolly robs him 
There is not and has not been in Oalifornia a 
gambler who does or has done otherwise. And 
this man is a fit subject for the gifts of power 
and place! He is a fit man to fill a responsible 
office, because gambling is not so bad as some 
other things! He has scarce yet thrown aside 
the business of swindling, he has just come forth 
from a place of broils and murder and drunken- 
ness, and while thousands of honest men might 
petition in vaio, he is put forth the pet subject of 
governmental patronage. Who advised the Pres- 
ident to such an appointment? Who deceived 
the Executive of the nation in regard either to 
the character of the man, or else as to the charac- 
ter of this people, that gamblers should be made 
our officers? Are there none among us who bear 
not such a taint, that are fit to perform the du- 
ties of a Marshal of the United States? 

This appointment is an insult to our State, if 
the facts were known to the President: the ap- 
plication was an insnit to him if the facts were 
concealed.

Northern Travel—Grass Valley. 


In the winter of 1852-3, a clergyman and 
his wife arrived one evening by stage at Grass 
Valley, their future home. They had heard 
much of the rural beauty of the place, and could 
not easily pursuade themselves that the cluster 
of rough houses at their feet constituted the 
town. They walked out on the surrounding hills 
to look for more of a village, and as vainly 
sought the green and fertile valley which the 
name implied. At the hotel, thin partitions 
and swollen doors always ajar, rendered imprac- 
ticable that retirement which the family and 
the student alike seek. For whatever scenes of 
wickedness, confusion and forbiddingness the 
mind may have been prepared, the reality in 
the early days of the mountains of California al- 
ways surpassed theexpectation. Scarcely any 
thing can be more chilling to an educated and 
refined man, trained and qualified to be a teacher 
where men throng respected temples, and a pas- 
tor among scenes of permanence and pleasantness, 
than the prospect of a home where all is rough 
and coarse, among crowds hurrying for gold, or 
careless in the free revelry of unorganized socie- | 
ty. No good deacon is at thestage to welcome 
the new minister. No kind families have put 
his house in order, filling cellar and pantry and 
loaded table. No people speak a welcome.— 
His coming is as unnoticed as it is unexpected. 

The eye of curiosity may follow the stranger, and 
a gaze almost rude be fastened upon the new la- 
dy comer. People, the pastor has none. He 
may deem himself fortunate if he can find a 
christian with a heart interested in his object, 
and time to give him information. A picture 
of a stage load of new comers, disembogued in a 
mountain town, is about as dreary as the paint- 
ings of the landing from the May Flower on the 
bleak rock of Plymouth, where the groups stand ) 
at a loss what next to do.

Yet years work changes. They have done so 
in Grass Valley. The clergyman to whom we 
referred, now ministers in a fine chureh edifice 
which cost $4500 : he has also his pleasant home 
surrounded by neighbors in neat white dwellings 
like his own. He has also a people who exhibit 
a better appreciation than he seemed likely soon 
to obtain when he went a stranger among them. 

The moral change which one sees pass over 
one of these California towns, not less striking 
than the physical change, is gratifying to a 
casual observer: it is especially grateful to one 
who has watched and waited for it, with labor 
and prayer. His efforts and his prayers mingle 
with ‘every step of the progress. He marks the 
decline of the resorts of vicious amusement : he 
is interested in the increasing company of wor- 
shipers assembling in some store or chamber 
or hall. Every dollar contributed for a church 
building is obtained by himself: he sees the 
timbers go up and marks éach step of progress. 
He bas learned the trials or successes of men. 
He has welcomed wanderers back to christian 
duty, or found hearty laborers in those whose 
love has not grown cold, and in many instances 
hes been permitted to guide men to treasures 
richer than any divining rod pretended to reveal. 
Besides this church, Grass Valley has two other 
fine edifices, Methodist and Methodist South.

We passed a fewdays withthe feeling that there 
is scarcely any other place in the mountains that 
savors so much, in scenery and people, of the 
qualities of a quiet New England town. Not- 
withstanding the rapid rebuilding of this town 
from the fire, and in several instances with brick 
buildings or blocks, severe drains have been 
made upon the resources of the place. Firat, 
the failure of Adams & Co. caused a loss to 
Grass Valley. of $88,000. Next, when the 
excitement arose about Iowa Hill, the people of 
Grass Valley, which is adjacent to that mining 
locality secured claims and have expended $1 75,- 
000 in the aggregate, with scarcely any return 
and little definite prospeet of reimbursement. And 
again the fire swept off $350,000 worth of prop- 
erty ina night. This sums up $613,000. And 
added to all, this season bas thus far been a 
dry one in the Northern mines. 

Yet prosperity will soon return. The great 
reliance of the place in the quartz mills, of 
which we believe there are eight, all in opera- 
tion and all paying well. They are ranged 
along the stream for two miles below the town. 
The rumbling of stamps is heard night and day. 
This business is no longer an experiment. With 
simple and economical machinery, the ruinous 
expenses of former days are avoided, and very 
regular and remunerative returns are received. 
Some of the saw mills in the mountains are ar- 
ranged with double circular saws one above the 
other, for sawing very large logs. We have 
seen boards of beautiful sugar pine over four feet 
in width thus sawed, and cut with great even- 
ness and delicacy.

The writer 
also makes very strong points, in the prospec- 
tive importance of the Chinese to us, as labor- 
ers, in consideration of the natural rosources of 
our State for the production of cotton, tea and 
hemp, &c. Information and suggestion here, 
are very fresh. Our relations to them, and the 
great world from which they come, morally and 
religiously, through commeree and by trade, in 
the present and the future, are presented with a 
master’s hand. The little work is worthy of be- 
ing read by every citizen—especially by every 
legislator. *

A Pieasant Jounney.—Never before have 
we taken the stage at Sacramento, and been 
rolled away over the plains for the mountains, 
with more exhileration of spirits, than on our 
late trip to this place. Our passage up the bay 
and river upon the New World had been a love- 
ly one, marred by the hearing of only three 
oaths; and in the coach we were favored by a 
company from whom there was thrown out upon 
the pure breezes of nature, not the pollution of 
a single profane expression. We were thus un- 
usually prepared to enjoy the rich scenes spread 
out before us. The sun poured down his mild 
rays as ona sweet May morning: scattering 
clouds lay around in the distant horizon, or va 
ried the deep blue of the sky, scarce moving, as 
if intoxicated with the luxury of ease : the warm 
air, just stirred by a southern current, seemed 
gently hovering over decayed vegetation, quick- 
ening all nature into the new life of Spring ; 
the great plain, once so sterile, but now fenced 
into fields and farms, well plowed and sowed, 
presented full proof of vast agricultural resources 
in its thick growth of early grains. Good dwel- 
lings, with well cultivated gardens, adorned 
with fruit-bearing tree, peach, pears, apple 
and cherry; and with door-yards enlivened by 
the presence of sporting, laughing children, often 
caught the attention and fixed the gaze, in pleas- 
ing wonder at the contrast which a few years 
had wrought. Among the scattering trees ex- 
tended a level, low ridge of earth, newly thrown 
up,—the track of the railroad. Soon the train 
of cars appeared, darting over the plain. We 
long watched its course, while visions of the 
past and of the future floated before the mind. 
Surely a new era is commenced; the era of the 
permanent investment of capital, of great inter- 
nal improvement, and of a better and more set- 
tled condition of society. The day is coming, 
though in the struggle for temperance and order, 
for schools and churches and a christian litera- 
ture, it does sometimes seem as if the work was 
too great and the victory notours. Yet, still, 
the day is .coming— it will come, and we shall 
enjoy it as others. But the stage soon stopped; 
quite too soon, We parted with a newly-made 
acquaintance, and were left alone once more to 
begin our labor. 

Ex Dorapo.—This place has been known for 
years as Mud Springs. It is situated about for- 
ty-five miles east of Sacramento, in the lower 
part of the mountains, yet near fifteen hundred 
feet above the level of thesea. This elevation 
gives it atemperature more moderate than the 
plains, and a climate more bracing. The scene- 
ry around is of gently-rolling hills. The place 
maintains a public school of twenty-five chil- 
dren ; a good church building, with preaching 
generally twice each Sabbath by the Methodists, 
and occasionally the Baptists; a fine Sabbath 
school of thirty scholars ; a division of the Sons, 
a singing school and weekly prayer meeting 
It contains about twenty-five families. The 
town is well built upon one extended street, 
running East and West; and mostly of white 
painted buildings. Several of these houses are 
unoccupied. The mining in this region is not 
remarkable, yielding, with abundance of water, 
only about four dollars per day, in fair claims. 
This too, it must be remembered, after months 
of dry weather, in which numbers could do noth- 
ing. Half of the land around the town fora 
mile back, is fenced and well cultivated. The 
dryest hills yield a crop that is equal to the av- 
erage of cereal grains in the Atlantic States.— 
There is here, also, a market greatly superior to 
any there; and this must continue to be the 
case for many years to come.

A good church, a school, divisions of 
the Sons, Odd Fellows, Templars and Masons, 
a singing school, preaching two and three times 
each Sabbath, a temperance stage tavern, an un- 
heard-of thing elsewhere in California, and a 
printing press, all go to make up the means for se- 
curing an excellent state of society. The char- 
acter of the reading selected by the people of 
this place and of El Dorado, shows that the 
truthful, the good and the ennobling are appre- 
ciated by them. Yet, there are institutions of 
vice in their midst, most shameless and abomina- 
ble, which ought, by an indignant public senti- 
ment, to be driven away. There are several 
mining localities around, the largest of which 
is Missouri Flat, which has some good claims. 
It isone and a half miles north, and contains five 
or six families. 

Fatse Mintnc Reports.—A week or two 
since the papers had it that one company, at this 
flat, of three workmen, were taking out thirteen 
ounces of gold per week. The fact is that the 
company referred to, does not seem to be taking 
out more than expenses; while the two compa- 
nies that are doing the best, are receiving, after 
the labor of months in getting ready, from three 
to ten dollars, perhaps an average of five or six 
dollars per day to each man. Of all such news- 
paper paragraphs, we are convinced by our own 
experienced Observation, that five out of six are 
the merest fabrications; and the readers of news- 
papers can get no truthful idea of the mines by 
such reports made by interested persons or to 
make items for the printer. S. V. 


Infidelity, 


It is a late day to deny the truth of christiani- 
ty, when its power has been for so many ages 
manifested in ever increasing beneficial results. 
It is a puerile thing for one who has read his- 
tory, to prophesy that the “Christian Church 
must soon go down.” A compilation and pub- 
lication of the evidences against christianity, is 
as idle to affect christianity’s progress, as baying at 
the moon. Yet each such publication will fall into 
the hand of some individuals totally unacquaint- 
ed with all rules of evidence, and unskilled in all 
use of reason, who will be allured by the spe- 
ciousness of erratic, misguiding intellects. For 
such results, they who publish are responsible. 
Almost the only notice such a work now excites, 
is the general regret that a single fine intellect, 
aud kind heart doubtless, should be prostituted to 
the work of harming the faith of individual 
minds; for any larger result, a Voltaire himself, 
with all his boasting, could not attain. 

We quote the following extracts called forth 
by the publication of a small work by Mr. Hit- 
tell, not more to show the manner in which the 
work is received in this city, than for the really 
fine sentiments which they contain. We wouid 
that men who can speak in this way of chris- 
tianity, when their heart’s convictions are called 
forth, might become practical exponents of it; and 
that they may possess in the hour of change and 
trial, the high consolations which a faith more 
enlightened than that of Cicero or Socrates, of 
memory old and good, can impart. 

The first is from the Chronicle, with which the 


author of the book is connected in a subordinate 
capacity. 

“This evidence of skepticism must not ＋ in 
silence. It is a fearful thing to shake the reli 

ious faith of man. The religion of Christ and 
fis followers is the only code of which we know 
anything, which is based upon morality. All 
the rest, whether of Socrates, or Plato, Confu- 
cius or our modern teachers, although possessin 
much which is excellent, offer much more whic 
offends the moral sense, and is at variance with 
the dictates of an educated conscience, the sen- 
timents of the god within us. 

Take away from man his belief in a future ex- 
istence, his confidence thata Divine Being is 
above all and rules all; deprive the mourning 
of that strongest desire, that irrepressible long- 
ing to meet in a happier and purer world the 
dear ones too soon torn away from us here ; tell 
him that life is all — ho him, that the grave 
is an eternal barrier between earthly hopes of 
heaven and their realization, that death is an 
everlasting sleep, and that dust alone is the end 
of body, intellect and soul ; and we hardly know 
whether the brute which lives without aspira- 
tions except the gratification of his physical 
wants, does not occupy a far more desirable 
position in the scale of being than does sentient, 
aspiring man. 

From a slight examination of the book, we 
think that it exhibits much patient research, and 
that a pretty full digest of the ts and 
evidences against Christianity is contained in it. 
It seems intended as a text-book for infidel rea- 
ders, who have but little time or inclination to 
read much. From its title, the author seems to 
believe it contains all the evidences against Chris 
tianity. If such be the ease, the Christian need 
not fear. His faith has for eighteen centuries 
stood many a severe contest—many an attack 
much more to be dreaded than this; and it can 
stand this. Millions of this world’s poor, whose 
religious belief, with the comfort it gives them, 
the hopes it inspires, the happiness it imparts, 
are about all which they do possess in this world, 
may still live on as Christians, and will do so in 
despite of all such attacks as the present. We 
are glad that it isso. For what does Mr. Hit- 
tell offer instead of the system which he seeks to 
destroy? What does he present to the afflicted 
in lieu of his sustaining faith? Nothing but 
reason. What to the d ing man, on whom all 


Nothing 
but reason. Instead of the hopes he would take

New York Correspondence. 
. New York, Jan. 16th, 1856. 

Eprrors Paciuric:—A correspondent who 
should attempt to tell you all that men are talk- 
ing about on this side of the mountains from 
week to week, would find his hands full of work; 
and to review the past year and recount in or- 
der all the events which have had their day of 
discussion, and then have passed out of mind, 
would be a Herculean task. I do not propose 
any such attempt; but in commencing a corres- 
pondence, which is designed to be semz-occaston- 
al, Ido not know that I can do better than to 
indicate a few of the leading topics, which have 
been largely dicussed within a few months past 
in the religious newspapers and out of them. 

It is necessary to pass by entirely such topics 
as relate to the success of the Allied armies, in 
the long expected downfall of Sebastopol, and 
the exciting stories from our own western ter- 
ritories, where communities younger than those 
of California are struggling for life under cir- 
cumstances which you can appreciate on the 
Pacific coast, though you have not had just the 
same trials; nor will it be possible to dwell on 
the scenes presented at Washington and at Al- 
bany, where the popular branches of Congress 
and Legislature are playing a triangular game, 
and are displaying wonderful regard for party 
or for principle, or for both; of these things you 
will learn from other sources. 

While many topics discussed in the “Great 
Metropolis” are of local and transient interest, 
earnestly debated but soon forgotten —otbers 
are far-reaching in their influence, and of im- 
portance to all parts of our country. The agi- 
tation of new questions of policy; the investiga- 
tion of systems which have long been acquiesced 
in; the promulgagjon of new and startling theo- 
ries; the 8 of the responsibility 
to the Ohristia lic, of the managers of be- 
nevolent societies; the overtures that hold out 
promise of greater unity among Christ's people, 
and the murmurings that indicate new schisms 
and divisive schemes; these all have anf influ- 
ence beyond the bounds of cities and states. 

American Boarp.—Among the topics now 
under discussion, on which more light will soon 

be shed, is the policy of the American Board, 
or rather of its Prudential Committee, in sus- 
pending most of the schools connected with the 
Ceylon mission, witha view to give greater 
prominence to preaching, as the most hopefal 
means Of evangelizing the heathen. A special 
deputation, consisting of Dr. Anderson and the 
Rev. Augustus ©. Thompson, was sent to India 
more than a year ago, and the inauguration of 
this new policy is one of the results of their 
mission. No sooner however did the report of 
this change reach this country, than objections 
began to be made, and at the meeting of the 
Board at Utica, some earnest discussion arose. 


The absence of Dr. Anderson and the lack of 


full information on the subject, led the Board to 
postpone action until after his return; and a 
special meeting may be looked for before long. 
Meantime the general subject is open for dis- 
cussion, and newspapers and reviews are im- 
proving the opportunity to argue the case of 
Preaching vs Teaching. 

American Tract Socrery.—Another discus- 
sion which is also to be regarded as incomplete, 
relates to the American Tract Society. Its oc- 
casion and history are as follows:—At the meet- 
ing of the General Association of New York 
last August, a report was presented by a Com- 
mittee designated twelve months previous, on 
the course pursued on the subject of Slavery, by 


five of the leading benevolent societies, inclu- 
ding the Tract Society and the Am. S. 8. 


Union. This report was unanimously adopted. 
In speaking of the Tract Society, its language 
was this: “The fact has of late elicited exten. 
sive comment, that in the two thousand distinct 
publications of the Tract Society, there is not 
to be found one pointed condemnation of Amer- 
ican Slavery as a system of iniquity or a hin- 
drance to the success of the Gospel: but that, on 
the contrary, there is a studious avordance of this 
topic. and in some instances have been a sup- 
pression or alteration of phrases originally, pen- 
ned by pure and holy minds to condemn a sys- 
tem at war with every principle of humanity 
and every dictate of the Gospel.” This state- 
ment was fully illustrated by reference to the 
three works where alterations and suppressions 
were known to have been made: Cotton Ma- 
ther’s “ Essays to do good,” Mary Lundie Dun- 
can’s Memoirs, and J. J. IGuney's Habitual Ex- 
ercise of Love to God. The Report argued the 
question whether the Catholic basis of the Soci- 
ety—which allows it to publish on intemper- 
ance, on dancing, on the use of tobacco, and on 
novel-reading—forbids it to speak offSlaveryiin 
the United States; and complained of the course 
of the Publication Committee in not attempt- 
ing even to defend their policy, and in ignoring 
the whole subject in spite of remonstrances 
from Churches, Associations, religious journals 
and individual members. After pointing out 
the evil effects of this policy, a remedy was pro- 
posed, which was not to cripple the resources 
of the institution; not to break away and estab- 
lish a rival society; not to turn it into a ma- 
chinery of anti-slavery propagandism, but to 
bring the society to bear “ with its legitimate 


its publications, upon the system of slavery as 
antagonistic to the Gospel of Christ and destin- 
ed to be done away through the progress of the 
Gospel.” And to accomplish this, the Report 
recommend to the members of the Society to 
vote, and to vote intelligently, in the choice of 
officers at the annual meetings; and by their 
vote to make an axpression of their sentiments 
that will secure a change of policy. This Re- 
port was published in the Independent, and in 
that way had of course a considerable circula- 
tion. Had it been a violent philippic against 
the Society, had it been full of hatred and bitter- 
ness, or had it advised an abandonment of the 
organization, it might have been suffered to 
pass unnoticed... But coming as it did from 
friends of the Tract Society, and endorsed by 
the unanimous vote of an Association not given 
to ultraism, and recommending a course which 
is without question within the province of those 
who have become members of the society by

Its temper and 
style and tone are very far, however, from those 
which we are accustomed to associate with a 
“sanctified press” and an evangelical litera- 


ture.“ As a letter for general circulation even 


in New York, it is very unfortunately written; 
and many Of its allusions would be perfectly un- 
intelligible to one having before him only the 
Minutes of the Association and their Report.— 
It quotes words spoken at the Association as if 
they were part ofthe report; and with copious 
quotation marks, interweaves pbrases and ex- 
pressions from various newspapers in so blind 
a manner, as to make the whole thing a mystery 
to most readers. It is in fact, under cover of 
a review of the Report, an attempt to answer 
various speeches, editorials, and individual criti- 
cisms; and is at best but awkwardly done. As 
a review of the Report itselR it attempts “ to 
to turn the tables” upon the Association, to 
point out “ cases of suppression and alteration” 
in the Report, to array the Independent against 
it, and to show that the remedy proposed is “an 
impertinenee and a wrong.” I cannot go through 
the details of the discussion which has grown 
up out of this subject. The Independent has 
gone more fully into the matter than any other 
paper I have seen, and is now in its weekly is- 
sues, leisurely reviewing the Director’s letter; 
and it has certainly succeeded in showing that 
the main allegations of the Report are abun- 
dantly confirmed by this semi-official letter. — 
Mean-time I am assured by one of the Ayents 
of the Society in this State, that the recommen- 
dations of the Report have helped to increase, 
rather than diminish the gifts of Congrega- 
tional churches in his field to the Society. It 
is to be hoped that the Publication Committee 
will not misinterpret this as an endorsement of 
their policy. The discussion thus inaugurated 
must go on; and we may confidently hope that, 
when the true reason for the Society’s silence is 
fully known, confessed and realized, it will no 
longer be permitted to stand in the way of their 
rebuking the evils of American Slavery, so far 
at least as evangelical Christians are agreed in 
pronouncing them evils. 


Home Missions.—The discussions which du- 
ring the summer occupied columns and pages 
of some of our papers, respecting the continued 
co-operation of Congregationalists and Presby- 
terians in the Home Missionary work, have had 
their day and accomplished their end. The 
bearings of the new plan adopted by the last 
General Assembly have been carefully investiga- 
ted; the statistics of donations and expenditures 
prepared on different plans and by different par- 
ties have been accurately canvassed; the new 
committee has been organized—and men are 
looking now for the workings of the new policy. 
Whenever it shall appear that Presbyterian 
funds are diverted from the Treasury of the 
Home Missionary Society for this denomination- 
al enterprise, there cannot fail to be a renewal 
of complaint; and it is not at all unlikely that the 
actual working of the plan at the West, in new 
settlements, and in towns and cities, will besuch 


ticable. Different attempts have been made to 
harmonize the various interests, and to introduce 
some modified plan of combined missionary ef- 
fort, that would allow more power for the denom- 
inational spirit; but no one can foresee the re- 
sult. A plan proposed and recommended by 
laymen of both denominations is to appear this 
week. 


Pl. xuxourn hasty criticism, 
somewhat ill-advised and inconsiderate, appear- 
ed in one of the papers awhile since, which has 
afforded occasion to Rev. H. W. Beecher to 
write column after column in the Independent, 
in defense of his new collection of Hymns and 
Tunes, and on the general subject of Charch 
Music; while his critic, with the artillery of an- 
other paper at his command, has attempted 
something in the way of reply. This collection 
aims to do a most important work: to bring 
the congregation of worshipers out of the state 
of passivity in which they are too often found, 
and to enlist them in the worship of the sanctu- 
ary. The same thing has been attempted in a 
humbler way—and perhaps more successfully. 
by Mr. Leonard W. Bacon of New Haven, 
who has published a volume containing 150 
Psalms and Hymns from the Connecticut collec- 
tion, arranged to forty of the most familiar 
tunes. This volume, without superseding the 
larger collection, makes it practicable for a con- 
gregation to sing uniformly in one of the 
services while the choir is relied on at other times. 
He has perform. d a similar service for the Old 
School Presbyterians, and I think also, for the 
Baptists. A new treatise has lately been pub- 
lished by R. S. Willis, who is a strenuous advo- 
cate of congregational singing. It must be 
worthy of a perusal by “pastors and people.” 

Lrrurcics.— A longing for some modifications 
of our form, of services has been shown in sever- 
al quarters during the past year or two, both 
among Presbyterians and Congregationalists.— 
At St. Peter's Pres. Church in Rochester, the 
preacher a gown, reads various printed 
forms, and has responses from the congregation. 
In other places, there are men who would like to 
have a stereotyped form of confession; the read- 
ing of the Ten Commandments; the recital of a 
creed, and a responsive reading of devotional 
of Seriptare. This is one of the themes 
now before the people; what will come of it 
remains to be seen. It is a curious fact, that at 
the same time, there is a movement among Epis- 
copalians to throw off part of the oppressive 
yoke which their rubrics impose on them; so that 
officiating ministers may have more liberty to 
modify or omit, and so that in the new settle 
ments they may even preach and pray without 
a book at all. ' W. N. V.

ever light it is viewed, it is without question a jourument; but owing to the large numbers of 


amendments tacked on to the Bill, it was foundim- 
possible to have them engrossed in, time to put 
the bill upon its third reading and final passage. 
The Members having four days holiday, many 
left on visits to their homes in the interior, and 
a large number went to your city in the inter- 
val. It is to be hoped that the miserable condi- 
tion of the streets, and the dilapidated condition 
of San Francisco affairs generally, will have the 
effect to awaken their attention to the impor- 
tance of doing something to ameliorate this sad 
condition of affairs. 

The great feature of the week here, was the 
Railroad Celebration of Friday last, which was 
largely attended, by both your citizens and the 
people of Sacramento and this vicinity. The 
cars made several free trips during the day to 
the town of Folsom, the present terminus of the 
road; a city that has, like Jonah’s gourd, sprang 
up with incredible rapidity. A slight accident 
to the steam works of the locomotive, caused 
some inconvenience and delay, and owing to the 
excess of steam used by a large number of par- 
ties in attendance, quite a skirmish took place 
between the owners of lots and the parties who 
have taken possession of them. Possession be- 
ing regarded as “nine points of the law,” every 
lot in the town plat was taken up “for mining 
purposes,” some time previous to the completion 
of the road. Even that set apart for the ercc- 
tion of a Methodist Church, and deeded to the 
Pastor for that purpose, was taken possession of 
by some one of these rapacious speculators. The 
celebration passed off in good style, eloquent 
speeches having been made by Gov. Johnson, 
ex-Gov. Foote, Hon. Wilson Flint and others. 
But for the indulgence in intoxicating drinks 
which marked the occasion, the whole affair 
would have been highly creditable to the parties 
engaged in getting it up. Strange that events 
of this character cannot be commemorated with- 
out the invariable concomitants of drinking and 
carousing. 

The Bill for the consolidation ofthe City and 
County of San Francisco, has been under discus- 
sion in Committee of the Whole in the House, 
almost every one of the Legislative days during 
the past week. There is I think, but little 
doubt of its passage, but in a form considerably 
modified from the original bill. ‘The passage of 
some such “relief bill” seems to be essentially 
necessary in the present unfortunate condition of 
the financial affairs of your City and County. 

The various reports of the Legislative Com- 
mittees sent to examine into the affairs of the va- 
rious public institutions of the State are coming 
in. That of the State Prison Committee, as it 
is termed, which is a voluminous document, ex- 
hibits a sorry state of affairs in connection with 
the management of that establishment, which, ac- 
cording to the statements made, is ripe with 
fraud by those, connected with it outside as 
well as inside its walls. It is a singular fact 
that an institution for the correction of crime, 
should be made the basis of dishonest specula- 
tion, on the part of the grasping and designing, 
whose sole aim it is to get money, without scru- 
ples as to the means employed. How long will 
California be cursed with such glaring corrup- 
tion inthe management of her affairs. Truly is 
it “when the wicked rule the people mourn!”— 
There is a scheme on foot to farm out the con- 
vict by contract with the party who has hitherto 
had most todo with the management of this 
nucleus of corruption. Should so nefarious a 
scheme be smuggled by any chance through the 
Legislature, we have such confidence in the in- 
tegrity and uprightness of Gov. Johnson, as to 
predict with certainty that it would not receive 
his approval. The censure of especial legisla- 
tion, which has been the curse of California, in 
his Inaugural is a sufficient guaranty of this. 

The Report of the Hospital Committee, the 
ablest of the present Legislature, composed as it 
is of intelligent physicians, who recently visited 
the Insane Asylum at Stockton, is looked for 
with interest. Of all the institutions of our 
State, this is the most praiseworthy, and its 
management reflects the highest credit upon all 
concerned. The individual members of the 
Committee speak in the highest terms of all con- 
nected with it; and notwithstanding the strenu- 
ous efforts made by interested parties to remove 
the present Superintendent, to reward certain 
parties for partizan services, it is to be hoped 

that the present officer will be retained. A sci- 
entific and practical man, his ability and compe- 
tency are unquestioned, while his amiable part- 
ner is a model of a Matron for an institution, 


where kindness and consideration are the best 


curative means. Of all matters of public con- 
cern, this institution is the last which should be 
jeopardized by partizan intermeddling. While 
upon this subject, it is a matter of regret that 
the carefully compiled Meteorological Tables,

Prorit or Rarstnc Poratroes.— We are cred- 
ibly informed, says the Water Fount, that a gen- 
tleman at Moore’s Flat, Nevada county, real- 
ized last year, from 60 acres of potatoes, 
$25,000. 

Paxruxx Kitiep.—A panther measuring 
eight feet, was killed in the vicinity of Byrne 's 
Ferry, on the Stanislaus last week. 

Ricu CLarm.—The Georgetown News 
says that the Little Hope Tunnel Co., near Lan- 
kee Jim’s have lately been taking out pay dirt 
of almost fabulous richness. The informant of 
the News learned that amongst the many car- 
loads taken out last week no one of them yielded 
less than $1,200, and one as high as $2,000.— 
He represents that there was much excitement, 
and that the company kept some of their num- 
ber watching those working in the claims, and 
others superintending the washing of the dirt. 


Later From the South. 

The Steamer Sea Bird arrived on Monday 
last, bringing San Diego and Los Angeles pa- 
pers of Feb. 16th. The news is of little interest. 

Murper.—A private belonging to Co. F. 3d 
Artillery, was found murdered about two miles 
from town. The perpetrator is unknown. 

News THe Prams.— From Mr. Clem- 
ent Cox, who arrived in this city on Wednes- 
day from the Mohave, we learn that an attack 
was made by a party of the Mohave Indians, on 
a portion of Mr. A. P. Green’s Surveying Co., 
near the sink of the Mohave, and north of the 
base line. The attack was made on Tuesday of 
last week on three men—while at work section- 
izing—by the name of R. S. Redmond, Hugh 
McGorrey and John Keff, which resulted in the 
death of one of the parties (MeGorrey) and the 
wounding of Keff. Mr. Redmond is missing, 
and is supposed to have been killed by the In- 
dians. The Indians were armed with bows and 
arrows and knives. No trouble had occurred 
previously with the Indians, by any of the sur- 
veying parties. 

There had been no rainon the Desert but 
once during the winter, and feed was very poor. 
Los Angeles Star. 


Suzer—The Santa Barbara Gazette says: 
A large flock of sheep, numbering eleven thou- 
sand, passed through this city last week. They 
have been driven from New Mexico, and are des- 
tined for the San Francisco Market. 
The Gazette say:—Mr. Parkinson, keeper of 
the Lighthouse at Point Conception, arrived in 


the new lantern, it being of a superior order. 
Another quite severe gale visited Point Con- 
ception on the 7th inst., resulting, however, in 
no serious damage. During the storm a large 
dead whale was washed ashore.

Misstoxaur LABORS run Pactric—On 
the islands of the Pacific, comprising the Sand- 
wich, the Fejee, and Friendly Islands, New Zea- 
jand, and the various groups occupied by the 
London Missionary Society, there are connected 
with the London, the Ohurch, the Wesleyan, 
and the American Missionary Societies, 119 mis- 
siovaries, 45,929 communicants, 239,900 profes- 
ced Protestants, and 54,708 scholars. Connect- 
ed with the Protestant missions in India there 
are 443 missionaries, 18,410 communicants, and 
112.191 professed Protestants ; showing that to 
each missionary in India there is an average of 
253 professed Protestants and 41 communicants, 
while in the Pacific each missionary has an ave- 
rage of more than 2,000 professed Protestants 
and 385 communicants.

Spirit-Rapping. 


Sir David Brewster, whose name has 


been much used in England, in connection 


with table-rapping, has given the 22 


pers an account of bis 
which we make the followin extract:-— 


It is true that I saw at Cox’s hotel, in 


company with Lord Brougham, and at 
Ealing, in company with Mrs. Trollope, 


several mechanical effects which I was una- 
ble to explain. But, sone I could not 
never thought 

of ascribing them to spirits ‘stalking beneath 
the drapery of the table; and I saw enough 
to satisfy myself that they could all be pro- 
duced by homan hands and feet, and to 
ve to others that some of them at least 
such an origin. Were Mr. Hume, (the 
American medium,) to assume the charac- 
ter of the Wizard of the West, I would en- 
joy his exhibition as much as that of other 
conjurors ; but when he pretends to pos- 
sess the power of introducing among the 
feet of his audience the spirits of the dead, 
of bringing them into physical communica- 
tion with their dearest relatives, and of re- 
vealing the secrets of the grave, he insults 
religion and common sense, and tampers 
with the most sacred feelings ‘of his victims.” 
In another letter, Sir David enters in more 
detail into what Lord Brougham and he 
saw done by the spirits,” and what they 
did not see: “It is vot true that an accor- 
deon layed an air throughout in Lord 
Brougham’s hands; it merely squeaked.— 
It is not true, as stated in an article refer- 
red to by Mr. Hume, that Lord Brong- 


account for all these effects, 


ham’s “watch was taken out of his pocket, 


and found in the hands of some other per- 


son in the room.” No such experiment 
was tried. 

At Mr. Cox's house, Mr. Hume, Mr. 
Cox, Lord Brougham and myself, set down 
to a small table, Mr. Hume having previ- 
ously requested us to examine if there was 
any machinery about his person, an exam- 
ination, however, which we declined to 
make. When all our hands were upon the 
table noises were heard, rappings in abun- 
dance; and finally, when we rose oP the 
table ‘actually rose, as appeared to me, 
from the ground, 


Besides the experiments with the accor- 
deon, already mentioned, a small hand bell, 


tobe rung by the irits, was placed on 
the ground near my feet. Iplaced my feet 
round it in the form of an angle, to catch 
any intrusive apparatus. The bell did not 
ring; but when taken to a place near Mr. 
Hume's feet it speedily came across and 
and placed its handle in my hand. This 
was amusing. It did the same thing bung- 
lingly to Lord Brougham, by knocking it- 
self against his lordship’s knuckles, and af- 
ter a jingle it fell. Theseance was most cu- 
rious at Ealing, where I was a more watch- 
ful and a more successful observer. I will 
not repeat the revelations made to Mrs. 
Trollope, who was there, lest I should 
wound the feelings of one so accomplished 
and sensible. I rememberthem with un- 
mingled pain. 

The spirits were here very active, prolific 
in raps of varions intonations, making long 
tables heavy or light at command; tickling 
knees, male and female, but always on the 
side next the medium; tying knots in hand- 
kerchiefs drawn down from the table, and 
afterwards tossed upon it; and prompting 
Mr. Hume, when he had thrown himself 
into a trance, toa miserable para-phrase 
on the Lord’s Prayer. During these ex- 
periments I made some observations wor- 
thy of notice. On one occasion the spirit 
gave a tremendous affirmative answer to a 

uestion by three raps, unusually loud.— 
They proceeded from a part of the table 
exactly within the reach of Mr. Hume’s 
foot, and I distinctly saw three movements 
in his loins, perfectly simultaneous with the 
three raps.

I yielded to it now; and what was the con- 
sequence? Ina few weeks the tree was 
covered with blossoms, and in a few weeks 
more it was bending with fruit. Ab! said 
I, this should teach me; I will learn a les- 
son from hence not to cut down too soon; 
that is, not to consider persons incorrigible 

or abandoned too soon, so as to give up 
heal and the use of the means of prayer 
in their behalf.
